Districts in Ihis crisis arc El Dora- 


Ido District No. 15 and Hope School 
•District No. 1-A. Both have done 
(considerable work in hunling up 
• properly "lost" from the tax books 
lAnd both have hired special assist 
lants to work with the tax assessor 
land the equalization board in rc- 
|vising and equalizing assessments. 


The El Dorado superintendent, 


I Garland A. Slubblcficld, launched 
a detailed program with the aid of 
school and community leaders back 
in 1045 which has succeeded in 
forcing property assessments above 
the figure of the prc-dcpression 
| year 1029. 


The Hope district, with some edi- 


torial aid from this newspaper and 
| from Hope Chamber of Commerce, 


and with a procllgous amount of 


[ work by the Parent-Teachers asso' 
ciations, has scored an even bet- 


r'ado '— although the oil city was 
goiny against larger/figurcs and a 
tougher problem. However, Hope 
had to reform its assessment fig- 
ures in order lo legalize bonds for 
n necessary building program — 
and Ihnt which we found necessary 
lo do, we did.

Whether Mr. Truman, short of 


war, could have 
prevented 
the 


spread of communism 
anywhere 


that it has tnkpn over Is. of course, 
the subject of much debate, par- 
ticularly when China is involved. 


But it may be a century before 


the historians, with the benefit of 
records and the perspective of 100 
years, can attempt to say with a n y j 
authority that Mr. Truman could 
have changed the picture, short of 
war. 


Certainly he sparked the Marshall 


plan which is credited in large part 
with not only stopping the spread 
of communism to Western F.uropc 
but even with pushing It into re- 
treat there. 


And under his leadership — by 


doing to the help of Greece and 
Turkey to stop communism there 
— this country broadened its an- 
cient Monroe Doctrine (protecting 
only tho Western hemisphere) and 
entered the role of world cham- 
pion. 


Mr. Truman expanded that roll 


by leading the country into tho At- 
lantic pact, that league of Western 
nations which have banded togeth 
cr and pledged themselves to go to 
war if communism atacks. 


In this he had the backing of the 


country, since the senate approved 
the pact and only Inst week ap- 
proved putting si xAmcricnn divi- 
sions into the Atlantic pact's inter- 
national army. 


(But he suffered a rebuff from 


the senate last week when it said 
it wanted him to get congress' okny 
before he commits any more Amer- 
ican troops to Europe.) 


He pushed the new American role 


of world champion Into Asia, too, 
when he rushed American troops 
into Korea to 
stop 
communism 


there. That has been a sec-saw 
fight, with the outcome still uncer- 
tain, and over much confusion now 
about our goal there,
